This manual will guide you through the installation 
process of the Duke Caribbean: Life’s A Beach add-on pack and 
the GAMER (Game Add-on Manager) program. 


The Duke Caribbean: Life's a Beach add-on pack will temporarily 
replace Episode 3 in Duke Nukem 3D. The Caribbean DeathMatch 
maps are accessible through Episode 2 in Duke Nukem 3D.

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The Install will set up GAMER - the interface that activates and 
deactivates your Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach add-on. 

O With your Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach CD in your drive, go 
to the DOS-Prompt and change to your CD drive (If it is D type 
D: and press Enter.) 

© Type INSTALL and press Enter. 

© Follow the on screen instructions. 

© You must now designate where you would like GAMER to be 
installed Include the full pathway. (Note: we recommend 
C:\GAMER - The directory GAMER will be created, but any 
other directory you choose to place it in must already exist.) 
Choose YES 

© You must tell Install where your Duke Nukem 3D directory is. 
Include the full pathway The default location for Duke Nukem 
3D is C:\DUKE3D, the location might be different for you. Enter 
the location in the space provide and choose YES. 

After Install is completed, you will be returned to the DOS- 
Prompt in the GAMER directory you chose. Type GAMER to 
continue. If you are running the Duke Nukem 3D Kill-A-Ton 
Collection the default directory for Duke Nukem is 
C:\Killaton\Duke3d or C:\Killaton\Atomic. 
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Note: If you have a previous copy of GAMER installed, and the 
install locks up your machine, reboot and install to a different 
directory name See the README.TXT file on the CD for the latest 
troubleshooting information. 


How to Use GAMER 


GAMER is the interface which activates and deactivates your Duke 
Caribbean: Life's A Beach add-on. To start GAMER, go to the DOS- 
Prompt. Change to the directory where you installed GAMER. (If 
you installed it to C:\GAMER type CD\GAMER and press Enter.) 
You will see the following screen: 



Press Enter to Activate Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach. You will 
be prompted to play now, or press Esc to exit. Start Duke Nukem 
3D normally and chose the Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach 
episode. 
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To deactivate Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach go through the same 
steps again. Once you have activated Duke Caribbean: Life's A 
Beach, you only need to type CARIB while in your Duke Nukem 3D 
directory, to play

Multi-player gaming in Duke Caribbean: Life’s A Beach 


Duke Caribbean: Life’s A Beach includes four Duke Nukem 3D 
deathmatch levels to put the hurt on a friend or relative. 

Choose the multiplayer option from the CARIB.EXE program to play the 
Duke Caribbean. Life’s A Beach levels, this will launch the Duke Nukem 
setup program. Connect to the other players the same way as you would 
playing Duke Nukem (consult the information in your Duke Nukem 
directory to learn more about multiplayer gaming). The second episode. 
Vacation Dukematch, contains the dukematch levels; Island Hopping, 
Hidden Grotto, Cruise Ship and The Docks. Remember, each player 
must have Duke Nukem 3D and Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach installed 
and working on their computer. 
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If you experience any problems installing "Duke Caribbean: Life's a 
Beach", read below for possible solutions and workarounds. See the 
README.TXT file included on the CD for the latest information. 

Q-1 can’t get the installer to recognize my Duke Nukem 3D directory! 

What do I do now? 

A- First, make sure that Duke Nukem 3D is currently INSTALLED on your 
computer. Secondly, the installer looks for a CFG file to verify the 
existence of Duke Nukem 3D on your computer, and to detect which 
version of Duke you have. Since you cannot run Duke Nukem without a 
CFG file, the installer assumes you will have one. 

Q-l can’t get the installer to recognize my GAMER directory! What do I do? 
A- The installer looks for a file name GAMER.INI to verify the existence of 
the GAMER software. You can’t run the GAMER software without it, so just 
make sure it is in the directory when installing. If you still cannot get it to 
work, you will most likely need to install it in a new place. 

Q-1 keep trying to make a directory to install the GAMER software into, but 
the installer won’t accept it. Why? 

-Or- 

I can’t type enough characters for the directory I want to'install the 
GAMER software into. How do I fix this? 
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A- The maximum number of characters the installer allows you to type is 
60. The Duke Nukem 3D installer allows this, as do many other installers. 
Secondly, the installer only allows you to create one new subdirectory from 
the one you are installing. For example: 

This is a valid directory to install to: 

C:\GAMES\GAMER 

This is an invalid directory to install to: 

C:\GAMES\ADDONS\GAMER 

Unless of course, you already have a directory called ADDONS as a 
subdirectory of GAMES. 

Q- Duke Caribbean crashed while I was playing it! Should this happen, it 
will leave your Duke Nukem 3D game in an unstable configuration. You 
may not be able to play Duke until you correct this problem. 

A- There is a simple solution to correcting this problem. All you need to do 
is rerun the 'carib.exe' file. Now you can play the new episode as normal 
or use GAMER to activate / deactivate the episode. 

Q-1 get the credits page every time I try to run Duke Caribbean. 

A- Make sure you have the Duke Nukem Plutonium or Atomic CD-ROMs 
in the CD-ROM drive. Duke Nukem Plutonium or Atomic (vl .4 and 1.5) 
check for the CD. 
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Technical Support 


Before calling for technical support, please try the following: 
s Make sure your system meets the minimum requirements. 
s Look at the bottom of the Duke Caribbean: Life's A Beach CD and 
make sure there are no scratches or smudges. If there are, contact 
WizardWorks technical support regarding replacement. 

•f If you have problems installing, make sure you are using the correct 
drive letters and that your CD drive can read other CDs. 

•s If the Install freezes half way through installation - reboot, delete or 
rename the GAMER directory, and try again, 
v' For the latest help and additional troubleshooting information consult 
the README.TXT file on the disk.
